2, Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Alcorn et al. 

Alcorn et al teaches the claimed method and structure for assigning object 
identifiers including: the use of GPS (Figures 5 and 6), latitude and longitude (Figure 3), 
time (Figure 3), encoding (encryption in Figure 3), electronic commerce transaction 
(column 1, lines 20-45), and the Internet (Abstract). The identifier is in a format suitable 
for tagging a network login as claimed. 

The PIN (Figure 3) is an identifier that includes latitude, longitude, and time. 

3, Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Fan. 
Fan teaches the claimed method and structure for assigning object identifiers 

including: the use of GPS (column 2, lines 8-24, column 12, lines 30-40), latitude and 
longitude (column 4, lines 12-42), time (column 3, lines 12-48, column 8, lines 19-36, 
column 9, lines 25-43, column 10, lines 31-50), electronic commerce transaction 
(column 2, lines 8-24, column 12, lines 30-40), identification (Abstract, column 8, lines 
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19-36), and the Internet (Figure 14). Tine identifier is in a format suitable for tagging a 
network login as claimed. 

Column 3, lines 12-48 teaches an outgoing data package Including time and the 
most recent position of the mobile unit. As a result, the data package constitutes an 
identification generator as claimed.

8, line 14), location (column 4, lines 31-51), time (column 4, lines 31-51, column 7, line 
59 to column 8, line 14), encoding (encryption-column 4, lines 31-51, column 7, line 59 
to column 8, line 14), electronic commerce transaction (column 3, line 63 to column 4, 
line 14, column 4, lines 31-51, column 7, line 59 to column 8, line 14), and identification 
(column 4, lines 31-51). The identifier is in a format suitable for tagging a network login 
as claimed. 
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The RFID identification generator generates an ID signal that includes location 
and time (column 4, lines 31-51),
